Gingrich Wants 
To Talk to Nunn 
I About Concerns 
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MARIETTA, Ga., Feb. 25 — House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich (R-Ga.) said 
today that he wants to talk with Sen. 
Sam Nunn (D-Ga.) to try to meet 
Nunn’s objections to the Republican 
balanced budget amendment. 

Nunn has said he is against the bal- 
anced budget ariiendment to be voted 
on Tuesday by the Senate because 
tax and spending policies could be- 
come dictated by the courts, not by 
elected representatives. 

“We are prepared to sit down Mon- 
day and draft a bill with him [Nunn] 
... to ensure that any of his concerns 
about the judiciary system are totally 
laid to rest,” Gingrich said in a speech 
before a packed luncheon hosted by 
the Georgia Republican party. 

Nunn has said he will support the 
budget amendment proposal only if 
his demands are met in the language 
of the constitutional ampnrWn t jj e 
said he will oppose the proposal if 
changes only are made to implement- 
ing legislation accompanying the 
amendment 

Gingrich told his audience that the 
success of the amendment could de- 
pend on Nunn’s vote. The proposal 
was approved by the House. 

Nunn was in Haiti today and un-
